ANTI AMERICAN RIOT 


IN PORTO RICO'S CAPITAL 


Started by Heport tbat Americans Had 
Abused Girl in School Stopped wihtout 
Authority by Soldiers. Corporal Arrested 


Sad Juan, Porto Rico, March 8—There 


was a serious riot here yesterday. 


A mob of 1500 shouting "down with 


the Americans" besieged Superintend- 
ent of Schools Armstrong in his house. 


They were charged'upon and dispers- 


ed by soldiers, who fired into the air. 


The troubel originated in s. trivial 


school irfcident. 


The Bupreintendent reprimanded a 


school girl of 10 for disobedience and 
forcibly, but harmlessly marched her 
to a front from a rear room. 


Her dress caught In a desk and was 


torn. 


The girl reported to her mother that 


she was kicked and. abused. 


The sensational stories started the 


boys, who paraded the streets after 
school.

They were Joined by loafers, who 


stoned the police and Mr. Armstrong:. 


The city police had no control over 


the mob. 


The soldiers who charged the mob 


may be court martialled. 


A number of persons from the crowd 


outside succeeded in'entering the build- 
ing, but were subsequently ejected by 
employes and others. 


By 5 o'clock affairs assumed such a 


threatening aspect that Governor Allen 
ordered the mayor to 'disperse the mob, 
notifying him he could ask for govern- 
ment assistance if he were in need of it. 


The mayor, however, paid no atten- 


tion to the governor's notification, al- 
though the city police were powerless, 
not being in any way respected by the 
rioters whom they did not attempt to 
disperse.

Exacted by a Bermuda Tugboat Cap,, 


tain For Towing a Vessel to Port <| 
Boston, March 3.—The owners of tha 


bark Annie Lewis, Captain Park, re- 
ceived a letter from Bermuda yesterday, 
in which the tempestuous voyage of 
the vessel is described. She was bound 
from Basario, to th>& port, and was 36 
days north of Hatteras, twice reached 
a point off Chatham, but vas driven oS 
each time by the violent northwest 
gales. 


When the bark was outside of Ber- 


muda, with but two days' supply of 
provisions on board, a tug came along- 
side and demanded ?8000 for towing 
the vessel into port. Captain Park de- 
clined to pay this price, aud requested 
the captain of the tug to give them a 
supply of food. 
This was refused, and 


the tug steamed away, only to return 
In 86 hours, in which time he knew tha 
cnptain would be forced to accept his 
ofi.er. Captain Park reluctantly agreed 
to tlse exorbitant terms, and the Lewis 
was towed into Bermuda, where she 
took her place among the big fleet of 
cripple'd vessels which, through stress 
of weather, have been obliged to put 
in there. In effecting a settlement with 
the towboat owner, the captain of the 
bark made a vigorous protest against 
Ihe methods employed by the tugboat 
captain, and as a result the bill was re- 
duced to ?1000.

when the tub becomes toe fall. The salt- 
ed eggs ar» pound into very finely mesh- 
ed sieves, which hold about ten pounds 
each. In the caviare house are usually 
arranged long, sloping boards, with nar- 
row strips nailed on each side. Oa these 
the sieves are placed and are left there 
from 8 to 20 hours in order to thoroughly 
drain. 


The cgfs hrre now become caviare 


of commerce and are transferred to small 
casks of either oak or pine, which havo 
been steantd in order to prevent any 
possible leakage; the casks are covered 
and allowed to stand until the gas es- 
capes and the eggs settle. Tbe vacant 
space catnM by the settling la then filled, 
and the cask beaded up and put in a cool 
place until «ady far shipment.

casks cost aboot-fl each and hold about 
135 pounds net

Without Even the Faroe ot m, Trial

I saw men and boys running 
toward the intersection of two streets, and 
I was quickly among the eager and rapid- 
ly gatheriag &rqng.

•urc to engage in deadly combat. I was 
among the first to arrive upon the scene. 


This is what I saw: 
Two mea tit afceat equal age and phys- 


ical propnrfetaM were engaged in tying 
their lefts legs together at the ankles with 
their hasdkerehiifa, and they tied them 
most affttotivsly. 
Each was bareheaded. 


I earn nrawobef even BOW the deadly ha- 
tred with whiab each scowled at the ether. 
Each task off his cent and placed it care- 
fully upon his left arm. There was a mo- 
meafs pwrse—it was the supreme moment 
—and then both isren drew their murder- 
ous katves (ma their sheaths, and each 
began striking, plunging and slashing at 
his eppeveat, each parrying and guarding 
as much as pessiWe with the arm protect- 
ed somewhat by tbe ooat which hung 
npon it. 


As the men were tied together it was

combatants had fallen. It was feund thai 
one had received 17 wcm&ds and the other 
14, but both were living. So stretchers 
were brought from tho Hospital Noble, 
which was near at band, and the wounded 
men were carried there.

CLOSCRB FOB THE SENATE 


A closure rule for the United States 


senate seems to be no nearer than ever. 


Immediately on the assembling of the 


present extraordinary session of the 
senate a resolution was introduced to 
institute closure. It was referred to 
committee and it Is expected to remain 
there forever. The tradition and in- 
dependence of the senate are against 
siriy such proceedings though closure 
would greatly) facilitate business. 


The aim and effect ofl closure are to 


put an and to debate. In the river and 
harbor bill Incident we have a very re- 
cant illustration of how debate, useless 
debate, can obstruct and at times da- 
feat business. Whether or not the river 
and ;harbor bill was a wise measure, it 
is certain that it was talked to death 
by Senate Carter and talked to death" 
because there was no way of shutting 
off Mr. Carter and bringing the senate 
to a vote. In this instance as in others 
of greater moment, one man interoosed 
himself between the congress of the 
trotted States and its function of law- 
making. 


As things are In) the senate the mi- 


nority roajf talk all the time away and 
prevent legislation, Tha Cub»n and 
Philippine amendments to the army bill 
could hare Deen talked to death by the 
democratic minority had they had the 
courage. They neither had the courage 
;*>r the desire. They wanted the "»ork" 
In tU« river and harbor bill and allowed 
'.he amendments to be voted uoon, the 
republican majority making them law. 
These amendments as well as the river 
and harbor bill could have been talked 
to death simply by the democratic mi- 
nority taking up all the time in useless 
dvustv and preventing the measures to 
r*acu • vote until the fixed time Urn- 
congress to adjourn had arrived.

This method puts a 
premium on Jobbery and makea a sen- 
ator's objection worth something byway 
of confcesslon to his state. It is mis- 
chievous. It is by this method that a 
burdened river and harbor bill is built 
up. It is largely because of this method 
that the popular opinion prevails some- 
what justly, that great corporations can 
get'more concessions from the senate 
than from the house. It is all in the bar- 
gaining. A majority is held up by a 
rapacious minority and an eauivalent 
must be granted flor permission to do 
the oublic business.

enforce closure. But closure is against 
tradition^ and the dignity of the sen- 
ate. It is against these things in name 
only. The senate is less able to do bus- 
iness than a Massachusetts town meet- 
ing. That particular age and ripeness of 
judgmerit has never been reached in 
men when they would be wholly beyond 
personal considerations. But it is the 
argument that the senate knows itself 
and knows when to stop. The venterabie 
ness of the body keeps such things as 
closure at a distance. But times are 
changing.

LOCAL NEWS 


PEASE AND THE REED MURDERS 


How Death ol the Detective Will Affect 


the Mystery 


Mention was made in this pap^r at 


the time of the death of state Detec- 
tive Pease of his continued activity in 
the Reed murder case, and Thursdays' 
Springfield Republican has the follow- 
ing on it: 


The death of Moses H. Pease of Lee, 


a member of the state police force, will 
probably end the investigation of cer- 
tain clews which he claimed to have 
and theories which he believed could be 
maintained as to the perpetrators of 
the murder of Henry F. Reed and his 
sister Blanche M. Reed at North Ad- 
ams in August, 1898. Mr. Pease, while 
iia tvorked ivith the other members o£ 
the state detective force in that city 
during the time, was led to a theory of 
his own, which his associates did not 
share to any considerable extent. It is 
known that Mr. Pease was working on 
this line at intervals and collecting 
such evidence as he could in support 
of his views up to within a short time 
before his last illness. He did not be- 
lieve in the guilt of Grant and King, 
who were arrested about a year Rgo 
and discharged by the grand jury, nor 
did he believe that other North Adams 
Parties, whom gossip has associated 
with the crime, had eny participation 
in it. His suspicions were largely di- 
rected to members of another family 
in an adjoining town who had business 
dealings with .rteed.wm whose property 
Reed or his sister'held claims, and 
were probably as familiar with his 
financial affairs a. day or so before the 
murder as almost any one. It was 
known by him and some others than 
one member of the family was 
in 


North Adams the night of the murder 
and reached home in a highly excited 
state about 4, o'clock the 
following 


morning. Mr. Pease bad stated only 
a few weeks ago that his earlier con- 
victions were becoming more and more 
impressed upon him by investigations 
made from time to time since then, and 
that he should probably ask for a re- 
opening of the inquest with a view to 
having the evidence against the fam- 
ily heard further. He also had memo- 
randa of facts which he had discover- 
ed and which he thought were prac- 
tically conclusive in fastening1 the 
crime upon the parties whom he had so 
long suspected and whose movements 
he had had closely "watched since then. 
Inasmuch as Mr .Pease practically 
held this conviction alone, it is proba- 
ble that no further investigation of 
these parties will ever be made.

In hia story of "The Last of the Mul- 


berry Street Barons," in The Century, 
Mr. Jacob A. Biis, author of "How the 
Other Half Lives," tells a rather grew- 
fiomo but very amusing anecdote of a fel- 
low reporter attached to police headquar- 
ters in Mulberry street, New York. 


There had been a feud of long standing 


between the reporters in Mulberry street, 
and in consequence nvns was plentiful. 
There were mutual scores to be paid off, 
and we paid them off in the coin of the 
realm. The coin of Mulberry street was 
murdor, flro and sudden death (we bad 
passed the stage of boxing gloves and did 
not speak as we passed by), and it went a 
long way. I do not mean, of course, that 
we murdered or burned up one another, 
but these things were the staples of our 
daily work aa police reporters, and when 
we wore "out" the precinct returns re- 
ceived an extra sifting, with the result 
that many a grain of newspaper wheat 
that would otherwise hiwe escaped was 
rescued from the dust bin.

wits. One wai distinguished OB a sleuth. 
He fed on detective mysteries as a oat on 
a chioken bone. He thought them out by 
day rod dreamed them out by night, to 
the great exasperation of the offlcUl de- 
tective*, with whom their solution was « 
commercial, not ID tho least an intellec- 
tual, alhir. Th«y Rolved them on the plane 
of tbe proverbial lacking of honor among 
thieveo, by the formula, "You scratch my 
back, and I'll eeratch yours."

The Great Seal of tie United States 


Still Remains Unfinished. 


Half a dozen state department clerL 


were talking. Incidentally the' great sea 
of the Un itcfl States wns mentioned. T^ 
old clerk [sjwkp up, and the younger meju 
bers of tha groap listened with interest, 
for when tho old follow talked, which was 
very seldin., his remarks were well worth 
hearing. "Speaking of tho great seal," 
said he, "do any of you happen to know 
that the s.eal of our country Is in an un- 
finished itate? No? Wall, I thought not," 
and the old clerk smiled patronizingly. 


"In 1783, June 20 was the exact date, 


tho Continental congress adopted a seal. 
This same seal was later adopted by the 
First congress of the United States. Now, 
a design Was adopted for both the obverse 
and reverse of the seal. \Vith tho former 
we are all familiar or ought to be, but the 
other remains uncut to this day. I don't 
know why it is so and have nerer heard 
any one attempt; an explanation. 
The 


design adopted for the reverse of the seal 
is an unfinished pyramid. In the zenith 
there is a'n eye in a triangle surrounded 
with a glory or sunburst. On the base of 
the pyramid appear the numerical letters 
MDCCLXXVI. 
Over the eye are the 


words 'Annult Cceptis" and under the 
base 'No^us Ordo Seclornm.' 


"Tho 
pyramid signifies strength and 


duration. The eye over it and the motto 
allude to )the interpositions of Providence 
in favor of the American cause. The date 
underneath is that of .the Declaration of 
Independence, and the words under it sig- 
nify tho beginning of the new American 
era which commenced from that date.
